Washington, April 11. — It is thoroughly believed by officers of the Amer- 


ican navy, and especially by those connected with the naval bureau of intelli- 
gence, who have made a careful study of the recent develipments 
in 
far 


Eastern waters, that Admiral Rojestvensky intends to meet the 
Japanese 


fleet under Admiral Togo, and give battle. While the location of Admiral 
Togo is problematical, the concensus of opinion here is that his ships are dis- 
tributed between the strait of For-mosa and the strait of Korea. It is 
expected that the battle will take place in one of these places, probably the 
latter. 


Owing to the strict injunction of silence regarding 
affairs in the far 


East, placed upon them by the president, naval officers while willing to dis- 
cuss the situation informally, refuse to allow their names to be used. One 
prominent officer who is as well versed in the far Eastern situation, as any 
in the American navy, said this morning: 


"Rojestvensky will surely fight. He has now gone entirely too far to re- 


cede and it is e'vident that he has received orders from SL Petersburg 
to 


risk all by bringing his immense fleet into combat with the fleet of Togo. 
Whether it is the intention of the Russian commander to attempt to delay 
the engagement, pending the arrival in about three weeks of the remainder 
. of his fleet under the command of Vice Admiral Niebogatoff , is, of course, 
problematical, but I hardly believe that such is his purpose. Nominally, the 
strength of the fleet with Rojestvenskyand that supposed to be under the com- 
mand of Togo is about the same, but from my point of view the Japanese 
have a signal advantage in that their men are all tried 
veterans 
whose 


morale is not exceeded in any navy in the world, while the Russians are un- 
tried, a majority of them never having been under fire. 


"Naturally the objective of the Russian fleet is Vladivostok, and .the 


engagement will have to take place somewhere off the coast of- China, be- 
tween. -Singapore an'd" the sea of Japan. 
—_-,__- 


"If seems probable that' the Russian commander will have his fleet ren- 


dezvous in, the gulf of Tong-Kin, which is filled with small islands. The ques- 
tion is whether he will deem it best to wait in that gulf where it would not 
be practicable for the Japanese to attack until the arrival of the 
other 


squadron of his fleet or whether he will put out to sea and meet the Japanese 
at some place of their selecting. 


"I believe the battle will take place, either in the strait of Formosa or in 


the. Korean strait The Japanese torpedo boat fleet is unquestionably now 
lying in wait at the torpedo naval station in the Pescadores islands in the 
strait of Formosa. The remainder of the Japanese vessels are probably in 
the'East China sea, between Formosa and Japan. As the Japanese are in 
position to fight on ground of their own choosing it would seem natural to 
suppose that the battle will occur at some point near a Japanese naval sta- 
tion, where disabled ships can put in for repairs. 


" "The battle will probably begin with an attack at some unexpected time 


by the fleet of Japanese torpedo crafts. Togo 
aparently a great believer in 


the efficiency of the little vessels. The main fleet will be engaged soon after- 
wards, and for the first time in the history of modern navies the world 
will have an opportunity to see two immense, evenly matched, fleets, con- 
sisting of vessels of all modern type engage in a battle to the death. Both 
Japan' and Russia realize that the results of this fight will determine which 
nation will be victor in the far Eastern war. -Both nations realize the big 
stake at issue, and while no one is now able to predict the result of one thing, 
you may be certain: The fight will be to a finish." 


Russian Ships Sighted. 


Singapore, April 11.—The latest in- 


formation in regard to the 
Russian 


squadron commanded by Rear Admiral 
Enquist, which passed here Saturday 
afternoon, was brought here by the 
British steamer Gregory E. Pear. The 
latter sighted the Russian 
ships 20 


miles northeast of Manki, one of the 
islands of the Anambas group, about 
150 miles northeast of Singapore. The 
-Russians were -at—anehos- when 
the 


Gregory A. Pear passed them. 
Infor- 


mation was received here to the effect 
that four warships, apparently Japan- 
ese, were off Cape St. James, 
near 


Saigon, April 7. 


Togo Reinforced. 


Victoria, B. C., April 11. — Advices 


received by the steamship Athenian 
say that the Japanese fleets, with a 
base at the Pescadores islands, off 
Formosa, whence Togo was moving to 
give battle to Rojestvensky's fleet, 
were reinforced by a squadron com- 
posed of vessels withdrawn from the 
blockade squadron which watched the 
northern approaches to Vladivostok 
until the middle of March. Vice Ad- 
miral Kataoka was given command of 
this fleet. 


JAPS TO HAVE MILLION 


IN MANCHURIA BY FALL. 


Tokyo, April 11—Japan is preparing 


to 
send strong reinforcements to 


Manchuria to strengthen -Marshal Oya- 
'ma's forces. It is expected that by au- 
tumn Japan will have a million men 
in Manchuria, including fully 700,000 
men on the fighting line. 


HARD TO LOCATE 


Is the Battleship Division of 
Baltic 


Fleet—Admiralty Professes Ig- 


norance on Subject. 


Harbib, April 11.—The roads have

St Petersurg, April 11. — The Rus- 


sian press is making futile attempts 
to local* the batUephip division of 
Vice Admiral Rojestvensky's fleet, 
and a flood of rumors is rife as 
to the destination and intentions of 
the Baltic squadron's commander. The 
admiralty steadfastly professes its in- 
ability to impart any light or clarify 
the situation, and there is reason to 
believe the profession is made in good 
faith, at least as applies to all except 
the very highest officers. The admi- 
ralty stated that the report received 
Sunday was not from the commander 
of tbe squadron, but from the captain 
of a merchant ship who had encoun- 
tered the fleet, and reported to the 
Russian consulate at Singapore. Some 
of the naval officers conjecture tbe 
four battleships are delaying in order 
to effect a junction with Vice Admiral 


Nebogatoff's 
division, but generally 


credence is given to the report that 
the battleships are taking a southern 
route through the Sunda straits, the 
selection of the Singapore route being 
regarded as in the nature of a feint 
and to minimize the danger of a tor- 
pedo attack on the mainstays of the 
fleet. 


Attention is now being given to the 


work of the Bouligan commission, 
which is charged with formulating the 
plan for the representative assembly 
promised by the imperial rescript of 
March 3. The commission is* meeting 
twice weekly, and in private. The 
statement that the preliminary report 
of the commission will be ready be- 
fore Easter is incorrect The amount 
of material for its consideration is too 
great to permit of this. The chief 
problem Is that of representation for 
governments where the zemstvo or- 
ganization is not at present installed, 
and election machinery is not avail- 
able. 


Believe Battle Is Imminent. 


Paris. April 11.—The imminence of 


a naval battle arouses the keenest in- 
terest. M. Bemet, the naval critic of 
the Temps, is also of the opinion pre- 
viously expressed in other quarters, 
that Admiral Rojestvensky plans to 
Inflict losses equal to his own. thus 
reducing Japan's naval effect3\-eness 
so that tbe remaining Russian ships,

May 14, 1890, he was at a socia 
game of cards in the house of one o 
his neighbors, when a messenger deliv 
ered a note to him. The note said 
that he must make good to the firm, a: 
its interests required the capital hi 
had withdrawn.

more passengers were injured, but 
none killed, by a collision of the Chi- 
cago express and California limited 
trains on the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fe railroad.

Panama Freight Rates. 


Washington, 
April

Washington, April 11. — American 


Consul General Holloway at Halifax 
has reported to the state department 
the subjects which the Canadian com- 
missioners are to take into considera- 
tion while investigating the waters ad- 
jacent to the American-Canadian boun- 
dary line. The American commission- 
ers will meet in a short time to outline 
the subjects and to receive instruc- 
tions from the state department re- 
garding their duties, which include in- 
vestigation of the conditions and uses 
of waters adjacent to the boundary, in- 
cluding all of the waters of the lakes 
and rivers whose natural outlet is the 
river St. Lawrence.

New Minister to China. 


Washington, April 11.—W. W. Rock- 


hill, newly appointed minister to Chi- 
na, called upon Secretary Taft and the 
officials of the state department to 
take his leave. With Mrs. Rockhill 
and his daughter he will start from 
Washington for San Francisco, whence 
he will sail on the 18th on the Man- 
churia for Yokohama 
At this port he 


will tranship for Shanghai and thence 
proceed to Peking, where he will ar- 
rive between May 25 and 26, by which 
time the new American legation build- 
ing probably will be ready for occu- 
pancy. 


Senator Bacon's Illness. 


Washington, April 11.—Senator Ba- 


con of Georgia, who was taken quite 
seriously ill during a speech in the ex- 
ecutive session of the senate, came to 
Washington from Atlantic City to con- 
sult his physician. The doctor said he 
must again return to Atlantic City and 
remain for at least two weeks. He has 
recommended that the senator then 
take a long sea voyage, and spend sev- 
eral months away from business and 
political cares. Senator Bacon suf- 
fered from congestion of the brain, 
due to overwork.

Btalled a system which in all respects 
compares favorably with the best mod- 
ern practice in the United States or on 
the continent. More than that, the city 
made -a sweeping reduction in the 
rajes-of fare. 
^jt'rtau'ced the hours of its conductors 
anff ntotorineii from eighty to sixty a 
week and'actually paid them more for 


tiorter hour day than they had for- 


.been receiving. 
The private 


company sold the men's uniforms and 
received H tidy profit from the transac- 
tion. "The city gave uniforms to its 
m'en and only insisted that they keep 
them "clean and in good repair, so as to 
reflect credit on their employer. 


The first year of electrical traction 


and of a trial of all of those radical re- 
'orma was 1001, and when all expenses 
bad been paid there remained a profit 
of/more th'an $700,000. The best tbe 
private company had been able to show 
with its high fares, low wages and nig- 
gardly policy was $184.000. After pay- 
ing into the sinking fund, meeting in- 
terest charges and setting aside $175,- 
000 for renewals and depreciation there 
remained a large sum. 


The profits for-the second year -were 


fS65;000, an increase over the preced- 
ing year of $165,000. The tramways 
department contributed $125,000 of this 
ii the general tax fund. 


ItradditJon to its voluntary contribu- 


tion, to1; the general fund the municipal 
tramway pays its taxes just aa if it 
were a private corporation. This prac- 
tice 15 common with the municipal 
enterprises of all cities in Great Brit- 
AltL* Municipal tenements and cottages, 
municipal gas plants and electrical 
lighting and power stations, tramways, 
market* and all other revenue seeking 
Institutions pay not only city but also 
incfttne taxes. Last year Liverpool's 
tramways paid in taxes a sum exceed- 
ing- $65.000. The city owns the elec- 
tric*! -power plant, but tbe tramways 
department was charged with every 


of power it used. It therefore 


stands squarely on its own bottom. 


Almost simultaneously wfth its pur- 


chase of the tramways Liverpool set 
•bout to acquire tbe electric lighting 
and power industry. Tbe private com- 
pany was a fairly prosperous one, but 
parliament gave Liverpool tbe right to 
purchase its plant. After protracted 
negotiations a price of $2,000.000 was 
agreed on. Of this sum $000.000 was 
« boons, while tbe balance represented 
tbe actual value of tbe plant turned 
over by the company. 


The city did not mace this purchase 


for the sole purpose of generating 
electricity for Its municipal use. 
It 


•ought and obtained a grant which en- 
abled ft to furnJ*b light «n-1 power to 
•II -UMTS. Tbe advocates of tbis step 
•rfed ttoat numerous benefits would 


I 


follow from the installation and opera- 
tion of a municipality owned and op- 
erated plant. 
The city would obtain 


its light aud power at cost, -private 
users would receive theirs at a mini- 
mum advance over tbe actual cost, and 
manufacturers and merchants would 
therefore have an advantage over out- 
side competitors, who were compelled 
to pay rates which yielded large divi- 
dends to private owners of light and 
power plants. Again, the surplus prof- 
its would go to the relief of tax rates, 
thereby making the circle of economy 
complete. 


Immediately after the acquiring of 


this property the tranrnays also came 
into the possession of the city, and the 
question arose whether or not to make 
one generating system serve for all 
purposes. 
The opinions of experts 


were called for. It was- the consensus 
of opinion that a pressure of 500 volts 
would enable the same plant to be used 
for lighting and traction and that 
there would be a distinct gain as re- 
gards first cost, management, economy 
and surplus power attained by com- 
bination. It was therefore decided to 
erect two large power stations. 


Each station has a capacity of 20,- 


000 horsepower, but so •great has been 
the demand made on them that new 
ones are needed, and some have already 
been constructed. England has learn- 
ed to use the refuse swept from the 
streets for fuel. Several small power 
stations deriving their power from the 
burning of the refuse are now in suc- 
cessful operation, and it is expected 
that the total supply from this source 
will reach 10,000 horsepower. 
A few 


years ago Liverpool spent large sums 
of money for the purpose of throwing 
this material and its stored Up energy 
away. 
When the plant' passed from 


the control of tbe private company its 
output was less than 3,000,000 units. 
It has grown, in seven years 'to ten 
times that amount 


"When the city purchased the under- 


taking from private interests the rate 
charged for lighting was ?i£ pence per 
unit and for power 5 pence per unit. 
At the present time the rates are 4 
pence for lighting, 2 pence for street 
lighting, 2 pence for power np to-3,000 
units per quarter and 1V2 pence there- 
after. The charge to the~tramways is 
1.2 pence per unit. In other ivords, the 
price has been more than cut in half, 
and this has been done despite the fact 
that the price of coal, oil and every 
item of expense has decidedly in- 
creased since the city took control of 
the plant. 


Liverpool has Invested |7,500.000 in 


her electrical plant The profits for the 
year ended on Jan. 1. 1903, were in 
round figures 3500,000. After meeting 
all charges and setting aside-a liberal 
amount for renewals and depreciation 
±e electrical department made a con- 
tribution of ?60,000 to the tax fund. It 
also paid $33,000 as its share of .the 
taxes. The amount written o3C for bad 
debts was less than $1,500. 


At the present time it is likely that 
Liverpool's investment in its combined 
tramway and electrical plant will 
reach $20,000,000. Liverpool is an ex- 
ample of what it is possible to accom- 
plish in a short time'. It is only >seven 
years ago that the city essayed this 
stupendous experiment in public own- 
ership. It is only fair to observe that 
he benefits derived from reduced rates 
and improved services far outweigh 
he direct money profits. As the inter- 
est charges decrease steadily year by 


ear it is the settled policy of Liverpool 
o yet further decrease the price of 
ramway tickets and the rates fixed for 
ight and power. This is rendered obli- 
gatory by a clause precluding the pay- 
ment of more than a certain amount to 
he relief of taxes.

months. ' The early agitation," said 
he, "in Kansas interested me, as it is 
practically a repetition of what we 
went through in Ohio several years 
ago. The relation of the total produc- 
tion of crude oil to the demand is nat- 
urally a very'important matter in this 
investigation: 
The Standard Oil com- 


pany seems to have ralspd the cry of 
overproduction as a defense against 
the charges, and this claim is one of 
the things that we will go into very 
carefully. 
It is not our intention to 


take anything for granted. We expect 
to make an investigation ot the freight 
and other transportation questions in 
connection with our inquiry regarding 
the price of crude oil. In short, we 
will secure e\ery available fact re- 
garding the oil industry, not only in 
Kansas, but the country over. 


"For years past the government has 


been gathering statistical information, 
which will be of great value if prop- 
erly applied to conditions. The diffi- 
culty has been in making proper ap- 
plication and arriving at correct con- 
clusions. The matter of using these 
statistics and other facts to the best 
advantage is something that President 
Roosevelt and his advisers are study- 
ing very- carefully, and their conclu- 
sions will have great bearing on the 
whole corporation question. I will 
state there Is one thing in connection 
with an investigation of this character 
that the public seems to overlook. The 
fact that tbe profits resulting from a 
price fixed through an .agreement are 
small is not material. The mere fixing 
of any price or the attempt to fix any 
price through agreement is in viola- 
tion of the anti-trust law. In the beef 
trust inquiry the Martin resolution di- 
rected the department to make an in- 
vestigation regarding the profits of 
the packers. This was only a part of 
tbe ground covered by the investiga- 
tion, and the proof or lack of proof 
has no relation to a charge of viola- 
tion of the law. The same things 
could be true in the Standard's case." 
Mr. Garfield intends visiting the oil 
fields in Oklahoma, Texas, Colorado 
and California before he makes his 
report.
